An adenoviral vector comprising the human E2F1 promoter that is operably linked to an 
early adenoviral gene, and which said adenoviral vector further comprises multiple 
adenoviral packaging sequences.

A method of making an adenoviral vector of claim 1, comprising the steps of infecting 
producer cells with said adenoviral vector comprising two human E2F1 promoters, and 
allowing time for said adenoviral vector to replicate in said cells, then isolating from said 
producer cells said adenoviral vector.
